Indian Summer occurs in the fall and may last 
two or three weeks; Indian Daya occur in July and

For three days the Indian is “King of Banff”. 

He pitches his tepees under the steep cliffs of Cas- 
cade.

Close to “Stoney Chief” and 
ati ‘known by its original name stands “Stoney 
Squaw”, The latter is a pretty mountain, much 
smaller than its neighbour, but with an appealing 
feminine dignity all its own. The reason, then, for 
the. Indians’ original choice of names is obvious to

- “ADJUSTING” OFFENDERS TO SOCIETY 


‘THE head of a Girl Scouts’ camp was once 
asked by-a visitor what form of punish- 
ment was resorted to in the event of any breach 
ofthe regulations. The reply was: ‘“‘We never 
punish here, we adjust.” According to the dic- 
tionary one of the definitions of the word adjust 
is “to bring into proper relations.” Judging 
from reports from Western Australia, that is 
exactly, what the Government of that State fs 
doing with those who have broken its laws. It 


is endeavoring to bring the inmates of its pris-| 


ons, or certain of them, “into proper relations” 
with that outside world which they will eventu- 
ally have to face on the expiration of their sen- 
tences. Some who have served long sentences 
Might be desirous of running straight, but they 
are often inadequately equipped and are, seem- 

- ingly, compelled to return to their evil ways. 
It is just such a case as these that Western 
‘Australia is trying to reach and to save. The 
government has recently purchased a fully 
equipped farm of several thousand acres and 
here agcommodation is provided for forty pris- 
oners, who are to be carefully selected for the 
beneficent experiment. The prison officials 
started with half this numbtr, choosing men 
whom they believed could be trusted. They 
, wwere ,placed upon ‘their honor, to “play the 
game.” There are the ordinary sleeping rooms 
found on’a farm, but no cells; there are no bars, 
and even in the night time the dormitories are 

not locked.

We hope that this letter will catch the cye of some young doc- 
tor, or any doctor whose hear’ is large encugh to answer to such an 
appeal, and who sufficiently lkes his work for its own sake to help 
us in this northern country where the aid he would be able to give 
is very hard to obtain at the pest of times. 

For a great many years Coe Iilll and the surrounding districts 
have very keenly felt the lack of medical assistance, and a little 
over a year ago a public meeting was held when it was decided to 
Open a Red Cross outpost hospital. 

To give some idea of the necessity of this outpost, during the 
month of February there were seventy-three hospital days, during 
March, ninety-five, and during April sixty-threc. Twenty-three 
home visits were made in the first month, and eleven the next. 

Two weeks ago two obstetrical cases came along most unexpect- 
edly. There was only our Red Cross nurse to answer the call, and 
she very bravely and efficiently handled both cases. We pride our- 
selves that we have a splendid nurse in the person of Miss Clara B. 
Smith of Dryden. 

Fortunately, so far there have been very few accidents. . One 
young man at a camp had his toes badly crushed and was well 
taken care of in our hospital. There are several camps in this dis- 
trict. and with the elght school sections, the Red Cross is prov- 
ing quite an asset In the promotion of community health.

to inquire why it Is that, in spe of “the “substantial preference 
granted British goods under the Canndian tariff, a preference’ re- 
cently extended by the’ Minister of Finance, the business which Brit- 
ish firms do in this British country is much, much less than that done 
by United States manufacturers and exporters. Under the tariff as 
now laid down, British firms have a better chance of marketing 
their goods at a profit in this country than do their American rivals. 
And yet Canada buys very much more from the United States than 
from Great Britain and recent years have witnessed an increase in 
this tendency. . 
‘The Canadian Gazette, published in London, furnishes one «X- 
planation for this situation which may not be without its value. It 
believes that the constant advertising done by United States firms 
whether times be good or bad, is h having its effect upon Canadian 
consumption, whereas the British: firms, which have yet to adopt this 
form of increasing their sales to any great extent, suffer throug: hav- 
ing their products less well known in Canada. 

- How much does the average Canadian consumer know, from 
advertising ‘in clther the dally or periodical ‘press, about British 
products? Little or nothing. for the simple reason that the British 
manufacturer has yet to realize that if he wishes to penetrate the 
Canadian market to a greater extent than 1s now the case, he must 
adopt those methods which have proved so successful in the case of © 
United States efforts to the same end, in which methods incessant 
advertising in season and out of season has a prominént place—

FIRE QUICKLY QUENCHED 
BY A CHEMICAL_PROCES. 





Important Discovery By Two 
Chemists Explained to Am- 
erican Chemistry Society 





St. Louls, May 10 (CP)—A new way to 
Put out fire has been discovered by 
Ctharles Allen Thomas and Carroll A 
Hochwalt, consulting chemists, who 
call it the “cathlytic method.” They 
described it at the general session of 
the Amtrican Chemical Society recently 
as an alksli method compound that ef- 
fectively paralyzed fire. Mr. Thomas 
related incidents In connection with the 
discovery, and admitted that he and 
Me.

“After developing an apparatus for 
testing, it became possible to investi- 
gate the water soluble compounds for 
the presence of the samo catalytic 
flame extinguishing property as is pos- 
sessed by sodium potassium carbonate. 
With a few minor exceptions, almost 
every element capable of forming a 
waier salt was studied. Practically all 
of the salts of the alkali metals exhib- 
ited this catalytic fire extingulshing ef- 
fect. 

“A peculafly interesting point is the 
fact that all of the compounds of the 
alkali metals that ‘have waygen <n 
them have a greater extinguisning ef- 
fect than those without oxygen.~ 

Mr. Thomas sald that the results of 
this discovery are now being utilized 
commercially in a one-and-three quar- 
ter-gallon fre extinguisher that has

WHO MUST REGISTER 


Every person who wishes to deal in securities will apply for registra- 
tion unless he comes within the exemptions. See advertisement in next issue. 


A.° BROKERS doing a general brokerage business will apply for 
registration Fornt A; a broker doing business by himself may apply as an 
individial, but partnerships or companies may ‘apply for registration as 
such. If the Attorney General approves of the partnership or company the 
patthers or officers heed not register separately. Branch Managers should 
always apply separately for individual registration. Partners or officers 
of companies. will apply for individual registration if the partnership or 
company is not approved. The fee for all>Form:A applications is $25. 


_ .B. COMPANIES, SYNDICATES and other non-brokerage organ- 
izations selling securities of their own issue only will apply for registra- 


‘tion Form B. Companics, if approved by the Attorney Gencral, may be 


registéréd as such, thus relievirig all officials except branch managers of 
separate registration. Officials of companies not so approved, and officials 
of syridicates and other unincorporated organizations, will apply for if- 
dividual registration. The:fee in all Form B applications is $25. 


C: SALESMEN, whether representing general brokers or orgahiza- 
tions selling securities.of their own issue will apply for registration Form ° 
C. All salesmen must be registered individually before dealing in securities. 
The fee for salesmen whose employer is registered is $5, otherwise $25. 
Salesmen having no employer must register as brokers, fee $25. 


“OTHER EMPLOYEES aot usually dealing in securities may be tem- 
porarily exempted from registration éither as a class or individually. 
Thus, accountants, clerks, telephone ‘girls, typists and the like need not be 
registeréd unless the Registrar reqtiires, even although they may take an 
occasional order or otherwise.do some act in furtherance of a transaction. 
Applicants will state what classes of employees they desire to have ex- 
empted, or may name individuals, describing their duties.

His mother, 












preacher in his day, with a gift of 


inherited by his grandson, Robert A. 
Norman Jr., the subject of this sketch, 
says the Picton Gazette. 

R. A. Norman wis educated in the 
Public, Grammar and High Schools in 
Picton. The first venture of his life's 
various activities, was as & young man, 
when he engaged as roadman with a 
survey party, 
Prince Edward County Railway, prac- 
tically along the present line, Picton 
to Trenton. Then for three years Mr. 
Norman was articled with the old 
established firm of dry goods mer- 
chants, Curry and Reynolds, situated 
where the Beverly McDonald store 
now, is. At the end of three years he 
became head salesman and launched 
into the dry goods business for him. 
self, This was however, not destined’ 
to be his life’s work for his interest in 
public matters brought him into 
prominence in municipal and political 
life. 

On retiring from business in the 
fall of 1893, he rented the store 
Premises to the hardware and tin- 
smithing firm of Messrs. Martin and 
Bogart, who in turn were succeeded by 
Messrs. Carter Bros. who stiJl con 
tinue in business in the same premises, 
the store belng remodelled and mod. 
ernized equal to any in the province. 
Appointed to the position of Town 
Clerk, he {led this office for many 
years. He was elected a member of 

the Picton town council! and in 1890 

was elected Mayor | by acclamation. In 

1893 he was reelected Mayor in a 

contest, by the largest plurality polled 

up to that date. During his incum- 
bancy of the Mayoralty and as Electric 

Lights and Water Works Commis- 

sioner a system of electric light, street, 

commercial and domestic lighting, was 
first” installed in Picton. The water- 
works were also installed, the honor of 
turning the first water into the water 
main being accorded him ‘presumably 
owing to his services in inspecting 
these modern, necessary, public. int 
provements. The system of storm 

Sewers, side walks and road construc- 

tion were also revolutionized with a 

view to utility and permanency. The 

present storm sewars were lald under 

Mr. Norman's direction. 

Starting life as a Liberal he, in early 
years became a convert to the prin. 
ciples and policies of the Conservative 
party. His ability as a platform 
speaker brought him into prominence 
in political campaigns and for many 

*| years there has never been a campaign 
in the county in which he has not 
taken part. 

Mr. Norman, as Conservative candi 

date was defeated in the election of 
11008 and before the contest he re- 
signed the municipal clerkship, to take 
effect the day before the opening of 
the session.on the 16th of Pebruary 
1909. In the next election in sett he 
was elected. 

Mr. Norman has acted as rita 
auditor for both the town and the 
county of Prince Edward, continuously 
for nearly a decade, his wide experi- 
ence fitting him especially well with
